The census returns and the report of the 
lands department_are interesting though not 
pleasant reading.[In 1882 it was estimated that 
50,000 people entered Manitoba and the Terri- 
tories; in 1883, 42,000; in 1884, 24,000 and in 1885, 
7,240. In 1881, 1,181,652 acres ef land were 
homesteaded and a proportionate amount pre- 
empted and sold. In 1883, 979,917 acres were 
homesteaded. In 1884, 533,280 acres; in 1885, 
249,552 acres with 106,218 acres pre-empted and 
123,049 acres sold. Since 1872, 11 million acres 
have been homesteaded, pre-empted and sold, 
The homesteads taken during the time number 
about 23,500. If these homesteads were all 
settled upon at the present time, allowing an 
average of three persons to each homestead, 


there should now be in Manitoba and the 
Territories a farming population of nearly 
100;000 which with those engaged in other

The Passing Show

to be envied are we folk in 
western Canada in our freedom from the 
horrors of modern war. We may face harsh 
weather, frosted crops, relief rosters, double 
taxation and uncertainty about our economic 
future, but we have no fear of being wakened 
in the small hours of the 
morning by incendiary bombs, 
or of being choked or seared 
inside with mustard gas. 

A circular recently issued 
by the Air Raid Precaution 
Department of the British 
Government to local authori- 
ties in England and Wales, is 
a grim reminder of the new 
terrors that aerial warfare has 
brought to the dwellers in 
“the tight little isle.” It ex-

plains inferentially, why British governments 
are so greatly concerned to preserve the peace 
of Europe and save this generation from the 
terrors of a modern war. 


A civilian anti-gas school has been estab- 
lished by the British authorities in Gloucester- 
shire, for the training of doctors, nurses, police, 
firemen, first-aid and ambulance workers in the 
treatment of gas casualties and in the “decon- 
tamination of materials.” One of the courses 
is for qualified chemists, to train them in the 
detection of poison gases used in war. Through 
the towns and villages of England, these trained 
instructors from the school in Gloucestershire 
will go to establish depots and train the civilian 
population in the art of resisting air raids and 
gas attacks. 

With unconscious irony, the notice states 
that the courses will start “immediately after 
Easter.” 

Reading de Caulincourt’s Memoirs of the 
Napoleonic campaign in Russia one realizes 
how modern science has knocked all the chival- 
ry and romance out of warfare. The King of 
Naples—the former General Murat—so charmed 
the Cossacks by his dashing cavalry exploits 
that under a flag of truce the Cossacks sent 
word to Murat that instructions had been given 
not to kill him, but to seek his capture. When 
the King appeared with a company of cavalry, 
the Russian guns were turned away from him 
lest he be killed. Murat in turn, sent presents 
of jewellery, borrowed from his officers, to the 
courteous Cossacks. 

There is nothing beautiful left in war. 
Women, children and the aged are now war 
game. It is an idiot’s nightmare. Cruelty to 
civilians is an accepted weapon, 


Britain’s Royal Air Force recently held 
some air exercises to try and determine what 
would happen should a hostile air fleet attempt 
a bombing raid. The area over which the 
attacking and defending aerial forces operated, 
included a line along the southeast coast from 
Clacton-on-Sea in Essex to Beachy Head in 
Sussex. Thence the line ran inland to Peters- 
field and back across the South Downs to 
Clacton. 

The exercises, conducted under the worst 
winter conditions, amid fogs alternated with 
driving rains, was intended to test the ability 
of bombing planes to make raids, and of fight- 
ing planes to prevent their attack. The week 
was chosen for its bad weather, in order to 
show the course of events, day and night, under 
the worst winter conditions, 

On the attacking side, two bombers were 
lost together with six lives. One of the bombers 
crashed on a high point of the South Downs; 
the other crashed in the Channel, off Le Havre, 
having lost its way in the storm and darkness 
and ran out of fuel. 

Opposed to the thirty bombing machines, 
operating in six squadrons were seventy-two 
fighting planes—Gauntlets, Demons and Bull- 
dogs. The tests were by no means reassuring 
as to aerial defence. Time and again the de- 
fending planes took to the air, yet failed to find 
any of the attacking force. 

How far these tests parallel conditions of 
real warfare, is a moot question. Until real war 
comes, no one will be able definitely to assess 
either the vulnerability of the English isle to 
hostile bombers, nor the effectiveness of 
Britain's aerial defence forces. 

So far as the recent tests go, they indicate 
that attacking forces, especially if their bases 
were far from their objectives, would be bound 
to suffer serious casualties, no matter what 
damage they may inflict, and that under heavy 
weather conditions they may be hard for a de- 
fending force to locate before they reach their 
objective.

SUNDAY—Breakfast: Coddled eggs; Melba 
toast; stewed figs. Lunch: Steamed artichoke; 
McCoy salad (lettuce, tomatoes and cucumbers), 
Dinner: Roast beef; green peas; asparagus salad; 
chilled avocado cream. 

MONDAY — Breakfast: 


Baked stuffed apple with 
cream. Lunch: Vegetables 
with wholewheat  noodies; 


crisp celery. Dinner: Salis- 
bury steak; buttered string 
beans; salad of tomatoes, cel- 
ery and cabbage; Jello or 
Jell-Well. 

TUESDAY — Breakfast: 
Poached eggs; crisp waffle; 
stewed raisins. Lunch: Baked 
potato; salad of celery, ground carrots and 
lettuce. Dinner: One-quarter pound American 
cream cheese; baked grated parsnips; buttered 
spinach; sliced tomatoes; no dessert. 

WEDNESDAY—Breakfast: Three or four 
whole wheat muffins; one coddled egg; stewed 
prunes. Lunch: Two apples; two ounces almond 
nuts. Dinner: Leg of mutton; buttered beets; 
asparagus; salad of head lettuce; *pineapple and 
lime jelly. 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Crisp waffle with 
small amount of maple syrup if desired; baked 
apple. Lunch: Asparagus, nut and lettuce salad; 
wholewheat crackers or muffins. Dinner: Broil- 
ed steak; baked carrots with raisins; green peas; 
endive salad; Jello or Jell-Well. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Coddled egg; Melba 
toast; stewed apricots: Lunch: Stewed canned 
corn; buttered spinach; crisp celery. Dinner: 
Jellied tomato bouillon; broiled sea bass; but- 
tered turnips; string beans; salad of sliced to- 
matoes on lettuce; no dessert. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: French omelet; re- 
toasted Shredded Wheat biscuit; stewed figs. 
Lunch: Oranges as desired. Dinner: Vegetable 
soup; summer squash; buttered carrots; crisp 
celery; cottage cheese and pear salad; no dessert. 

*PINEAPPLE AND LIME JELLY: 1 pack- 
age lime flavored gelatin dessert; 2 cups warm 
or boiling water; 24% cups pineapple tidbits. 

Dissolve the gelatin dessert in the warm or 
boiling water, depending upon the manufac- 
turer’s directions. Turn into a shallow pan to 
a %-inch depth. Chill until firm; cut into %- 
inch cubes and combine with the pineapple 
tidbits in sherbert glasses. Serves 6.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: Mrs. Thomas R. writes: “I am 
had splendid health, but recently my nose 
a widow fifty-eight years of age. Have always 
bleeds often and profusely. It nearly always 
starts when I am out walking.” 


ANSWER: You may be suffering from high 


blood pressure, in which case your nosebleeds | 


are a relief to the excessive pressure, acting 
somewhat as the “blood-letting” treatment of a 
few years ago. Walking temporarily raises 
your blood pressure and that may account for 
the fact that your nose bleeds more frequently 
when you are out walking. Have a blood pres- 
sure test made, 

QUESTION, Mrs. C. S. J. writes: “I would 
very much like to receive your directions for 
preparing Salisbury steak.” 

ANSWER: Salisbury steak is made by grind- 
ing through a meat grinder only the red, lean 
part of round steak, from which all gristle and 
fat has been removed. This gives the meat an 
entirely different flavor than when the fat is 
left in. There is usually about a quarter of a 
pound of waste to each half pound of lean meat 
so that it is advisable to purchase three-quar- 
ters of a pound of round steak for each person 
to be served. After the meat has been put 
through the grinder, this finely ground meat is 
pressed flat into some kind of a pan like a cake 
tin. No grease should be added and the pan 
should be left entirely dry. The meat is placed 
in a hot oven and the fire then turned down. 
You will find that it will be cooked through 
quite well in about five minutes and will be 
cooked sufficiently in two or three minutes if 
rare meat is desired. 

QUESTION: M. F. writes: “I have a peculiar 
form of intense itching which my family doctor 
tells me is pruritis. I want to know more about 
this disorder and would like to find out if you 
think it can be cured by rubbing on an exter- 
nal remedy?” 

ANSWER: There is an intense burning or 
itching with all forms of pruritis. This is a very 
common disorder and is usually not perman- 
ently cured by the external application of rem- 
edies. Sometimes it is of nervous origin or due 
to disease of the kidneys. Another important 
cause is constipation which will seem to incrcase 
the irritation. Many patients notice that during 
the winter time, when the elimination from the 
skin is lessened, that their pruritis becomes 
more marked. It has been my experience that 
pruritis may be completely cured, and, in those 
cases where the trouble has been present for 
only a short time, the taking of a short fast fol- 
lowed by a well balanced diet will usually bring 
about some improvement. If you are troubled 
with any tendency to pruritis, 1 would suggest 
that you use a cleansing and eliminative treat- 
ment in preference to a local treatment.

FREEDOM OF PRESS 

Freedom of the press is merely 
a memory in most parts of the 
continent of Europe. That is one 
reason why it is so zealously dis- 
cussed in Great Britain, in Can- 
ada, in the United States and the 
remaining countries where it is 
still preserved. 

Time'y and topical, therefore, 
is a decision which has just been 
reached by the privy council in 
London with respect to the ap- 
peal made by the editor of the 
Port of Spain Gazette from the 
judgment of the supreme court of 
Trinidad and Tobago, which, in 


September, 1934, convicted him of | 


contempt of court and ordered 
him to pay a fine of $125. 

The editor wrote an editorial 
criticizing the conviction of two 
men at the Port of Spain sessions. 
The article said one of the sen- 
tences passed was lenient and the 
other severe that they were both 
open to criticism and that they 
had caused comment among the 
masses. Their lordships, in allow- 
ing the appeal, had some perti- 
nent things to say. In dealing 
with the general question of com- 
menting on court decisions, they 
observed: 

“,.. No wrong was committed 
by any member of the public who 
exercised the ordinary right to 
criticizing in good faith, in 
private or in public, the public 


act done in the seat of justice 
The path of criticism was a 
public way; the wrong-headed 
were permitted to err therein 
Provided the public abstained 
from imputing improper motive 
to those taking part in the ad- 


ministration of justice, and wer« 


immune, Justice wi not a 
cloistered virtue. She must be 
allowed to suffer the scrutiny and 


respectful, even though out- 
spoken, comments of ordinary 
men,” 


Their lordships then went on to 
say that the Port of Spain editor 


was perfectly justified in pointing | 


out what he did, pointed out that 
“if criticism of decisions could 
only be safe'y made by persons 
who accurately knew the law, 
who would be protected?” and 
concluded with these words: 

“Their lordships had discussed 
this cease at some length because 
in one aspect it concerned the 
liberty of the press, which was no 
more than the liberty of any 
member of the public to criticize 
temperately and fairly, but free'y, 
any episode in the administration 
of justice. They had come to the 
conclusion that there was no evi- 
dence on which the court could 
find the appellant had exceeded 
that right, or that he acted with 
untruth or malice, or with the 
direct object of bringing the ad- 
ministration of justice into disre- 
pute.” 

This decision is important as 
one more affirmation that in a 
constiutionally governed country 
the right of criticism of the ad- 
ministration of justice belongs to 
all citizens —-Ottawa Citizen,
